■ The Dow Jones average of 
30 industrials, most widely 
watched indicator of New 
York Stock Exchange activ- 
jity, dipped to its lowest 
point in more than a year; 

' the American Stock . Ex- 
change price-change index 
closed at its lowest level in 
21/2 years; and the NASDAQ 
composite index of prices on 
the over-the-counter market 
also declined. 

Analysts said investor 
confidence was at a low ebb 
because of the uncertainties 
surrounding Watergate, 
weakness of the dollar over- 
seas and growing signs of a 
slowdown in the economy 
with no accompanying slow-, 
down in the rate of, infla- 
tion. 

In economic news, there 
were signs of slackened sup- 
port for the administra- 
tion’s Phase III program 
among the nation’s business- 
men. Cost of Living Council 
chairman John T. Dunlop 
said he doubted there would 
be any tightening of cur- 
rent wage-price controls. 

The Dow Jones average of 
30 NYSE industrials skidded 
down 18.29 to close at 909.69. 
On Feb, 8, 1972, the Dow fell 
to 907.13. The drop of better 
than 18 points was the 
sharpest since May 25, 1970, 
when the Dow skidded , bet- 
ter than 20 points in a single 
session. Today was the 
fourth straight day that the 
market moved downhill. 

The board-based NYSE in- 
dex of some 1,500 common 
stocks finished down 1.23 at 
56.20. 

Standard & Poor’s 500- 
stock index lost 2.20 to 
105.90, a low for 1973, and
